(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 -2 and 4-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Toyoshima (US 4 954 586). 

Toyashima discloses an aromatic-based siloxane macromonomer of formula 
(I) wherein R'^ to R'* independently represents an alkyl group or a phenyl group 
and an alkyl methacrylate such as 2-ethylhexyl methacrylate (col. 3, line 14 to col. 
4, line 35 and coll. 7, line 18). 
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7. Claims 1 -2 and 4-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Broer(US4 718 748). 

Broer discloses a compound having a formula described in col. 2, line 23 to 
col. 3, line 13, wherein s can be 0. 

8. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of Toyashima or Broer teaches or fairly suggest the aromatic-based 
substituents recited in the instant claim.
